W a sh in g to n, June I —1Tho public debt 
statement for May issued to-day, shows a 
reduction of $11,550,721 
This is some­ 
thing more than the recent estimates, 
aud it may be cuough to warrant tho pre­ 
diction that tim total reduction of tho 
debt for the fiscal year, w hich cuds J iiuo 
30, will be $100,000,000. 
This estimate 
would certainly have been realized, but 
for the large demands upon tho treasury 
for pensions aud other purposes. The 
total 
reduction 
of 
the 
debt 
to date dtinug 
this fiscal year is 
$89,250,323. It will lie necessary to make 
a reduction of only $10,749,077 in tho 
coming month to reach tho reduction of 
$100,000,000 for the year. The receipts 
during May were more thau $1,000,000 
daily, and there is no reason to think 
that they will be less duriug June. But 
tile 
large 
appropriation 
in 
the 
regular 
supply 
bills 
will 
not 
be available uutil after July I, when the 
new' fiscal year begins. In the month of 
June, however, large disbursements wall 
be necessary on account of the quarterly 
payments for pensions and the July in­ 
terest on the public debt. Tho receipts 
will Ixi sufficient to reach tho $100,000,- 
000 if the customs records raaiutaiu 
their present average.

—Drinks macle from fresh or pre­ 
served fruits are sometimes useful in 
fevers. Rhubarb tea is a very refresh- 
bc vc rage. Slice about two 
rhubarb, and boil for a quar­ 
ter of an hour in a quart of water; strain 
the liquor into a jug, adding a small 
quantity of lemon peel, and some sugar 
to taste; when cold it is tit for use. 
Apple water may bo made in the same 
manner.

Sugar should not be added 
to either of the above until after tho 
liquor is removed from the tire. In the 
absence of fresh fruit, a pleasant bever­ 
age may be prepared by stirring suffi­ 
cient raspberry jam or currant jelly 
Into the required quantity of water, 
straining the liquor before giving it to 
tho patient.

is seldom planted, and the little fruit 
that is prtiduced is generally poor in 
quality. 
The reason for this state of 
tilings is that the currant-worms cat the 
leaves and prevent the fruit from ripen­ 
ing. 
If left unchecked for two years, 
they will kill the bushes. 
A great many remeilies have been 
proposed, but there is only one that is 
well known and that never fails. 
One 
ounce of powdered white hellebore, 
which costs five cents, mixed with ten 
quarts of water, and sprinkled over tho 
bushes in a dry day, will kill every 
worm. 
First put in the powder with just 
water ouough to wet it; mix it well, 
and then put in the rest of the water. 
Soon after the leaves come out tho 
worms appear and may bo found near 
the groumt. 
if taken early, it is only 
nec*e*sary to .sprinkle that part of tho 
bush w’hcre they have macle their ap- 
jiearanee. 
We have fifty bushes, tw'cntv-five 
White Gra|»e and as many Versal liaise; 
anti two ounces of the powdcT have been 
sufficient. 
It is only applied once. 
Of course Paris Green or London 
Purple would be effectual, but thciy 
should oil no oe<*ount be usee! for this 
piirpcise. No harm can come from tho 
mdlcboro, as it is no more poisonous 
than tobacco. 
About the time the fruit riperns, sorno 
worms nm}' be; found; but as the cur­ 
rant ripens its wend in July, they CAU 
do little or no harm. 
In the fall of 1879, we covered tho 
ground under the bashes to tho depth 
of three inches with t&n-bark, and in 
the spring added a quantity of surplus 
mulch from the strawberry lied. 
Al­ 
though tho season was dry till tho fruit 
had its growth, we never natl finer cur­ 
rants.—Cor. Examiner and Chronicle.
